Washington, March 13.—(Special.)—Pres- 
fdent Rooseve!t has under serious con- 
sideration the summoning of congress in 
extra session early this fall. Apparently 
mo determination has been reached and 
there is no official announcement of such 
rurpose, but administration leaders 
ecknowledge an extra session is highly 
probable. 

The necessity for the formal approval 
by congress of the Cuban _ reciprocity 
treaty will be given as the chief reason 
for such extra session, but it is believed 
that the strongest influence tending to 
bring it about is the desire in financial 
circles for the early passage of some cur- 
rency measure like the Aldrich bill with 
the idea of furnishing a means to relieve 
the probability of money stringency in 
November and December. The confer- 
ences which have been held by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan with President Roosevelt, 
Senator Aldrich and Senator Hanna are 
understood to have related principally 
to this contingency. 

President Roosevelt has been strongly 
‘mbued with the idea that unless Cuban 
reciprocity legislation is made efféctive 
at once there will be suffering in Cuba 
It is gaid that Mr. Morgan disabused his 
mind of this idea. Mr. Morgan reported 
conditions in the island at present most 
favorable, and said the outlook for the 
future was bright. He saw no reason for 
immediate action by cOngress in line with 
the treaty. 


Cubans Need Help. 

The president has been so strongly of 
the opinion that the Cubans need help 
that he thinks congress should act eariv 
this fall rather than to wait for the 
regular session. which convenes in De- 
cember. The next crop of Cuban sugar 
will be marketed in December and Jan- 
vary, and it is his desire that the Cuban 
planters and American importers be given 
the benefit of the rductions set forth in 
the treaty on the coming crop. 

It is almost certain if this Cuban mat- 
ter were allowed to go over to the regn- 
lar session there would be no action upon 
it before January, which would mean the 
pestponement of relief for another year. 
The desire to put through Cuban legis- 
lation and also to put through some cur- 
Tency bill will, it is now confidentiy ex- 
pected, bring a cal) for an extra session 
to meet probably in October. 

Today has been a day of conferences 
at the senate. The republican steering 
committee decided that all 
shonld vote against the proposed amend- 
ments to the Punama canal! treaty. To- 
morrow the proceedings of the senate 
will be taken st2nographically 
lication {In the Record in accordance with 
the agreement reached yesterday. Ths 
democrats will strongly support their 
amendments designed to secure absolute 
American sovereignty over the canal 
Strip with recognition of the right cf this 
g°vernment to defend its property in any 
way it desires, including the right to for- 
tify. It is positively certain none of these 
amendments wili be adopted. After they 
fail, it is expected a number of demo- 
crats will vote to ratify the treaty as 
it stands. A good many republicans 
would like to vote for some of the éemo- 
cratic amendments, but they will follow 
the direction of their steering committee. 

Republicans Doubtful. 

Some senators who talked with the 
president today believe it to be unlikely 
that an extraordinayv session will be call- 
ed next autumn. They say many reasons 
might be cited why such a session should 
Not be held, the principal one being that 
some important state elections are to 
be heid in November and members of 
congress will be busy with political af- 
fairs in their own states. They point out 
that on the of a presidential cam- 
paign it is highly important that every 
effort be made, especially in doubtful 
States. to maintain the strength of party 
OTrZanization. In such circumstances it is 
Said it would be vossible only with diffi- 
culty to maintain a quorum of either 
branch of congress at an extraordinary 
Session. If the session were not called 
until November they say it would be so 
close to the regular session as practical- 
ly to render it unnecessary. 

Adjournment of Senate. 

The republican steering committee of 
the senate today considered the general 
condition of business in the senate.

KEENE AND HARRIMAN 
HGATING FOR CONTROL 


Keene Has Large Holdings in the 
Southern Pacific and He Al- 
leges That fhe Latter Sys- 
tem Is Being Managed 
to His Detriment. 


Cincinnati, March 13.—In the contest be 
tween the Keene and Harriman interests 
in the Union, the Central and the South- 
ern Pacific railways, the former today 
secured a temporary restraining order and 
notice was Served on the latter that at 
Nashville on April 1 there would be a 
hearing of causes why an injunction shall 
not be issued as prayed for. 

As the date for the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Southern Pacific 
is April 8, it was desired to have the pe- 
tition heard before the next election of 


directors. The Southern Pacific company” 


has a Kentucky charter, although it owns 
no property in that state. Its legal head- 
quarters are at Beechmont, Ky., a sub- 
urb of Louisville, where its legal repre- 
sentative resides, and for this reason the 
bill of complaint was filed in Louisville 
yesterday, but the attorneys found no 
circuit judge there, and came here, where 
Judge Lurton heard them in chambers. 
The Kentucky charter of the Southern 
Pacifiic company is for steamship lines, 
ferries, terminals and other purposes as 
well as for railways. Taylor, the com- 
plainant, is a son in law of James R. 
Keene. The attorneys on both sides held 
conference here this afternoon before they 
left for their homes to meet again at 
Nashville two weeks from next Wednes- 
day.

Charges of Complainants. 

The bill filed by attorneys for the com- 
plainants, Talbot J. Taylor and James 
B. Taylor, forming the Wall street firm 
of Talbot J. Taylor & Co., relates the 
history of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany and discloses an alleged condition 
of affairs in which the Union Pacific in- 
terests in the Southern Pacific company’s 
directorate have systematically managed 
the latter company in the interest of the 
former. During the years 1900 and 1901 


the Union Pacific company acquired a 
holding of Southern Pacific shares 
amounting to $75,000,000 or 750,000 shares. 

These were used, it is declared, to elect 
a directory, each member of which was 
and is interested in Union Pacific as 
against the Southern Pacific. The new 
directory, it is stated, united all depart- 
ments of the two roads wherever possi- 
‘subject to a dominating and con- 
trolling influence in favor of the Union 
whereby ‘‘the interests 
endangered 
and prejudiced by discriminations in fa- 
vor of the IU'nion Pacific,’’ adopting poli- 
cies also ‘‘that tended and do tend to 
direct traffic fron. the Southern Pacific 
company, which would, without the adop- 
tion of such policies, have come to that 
road.”’ 

Among other things, it is charged in 
the bill that the Southern Pacific com- 
pany was required to charge so excessive 
a pro rata on through tariffs that it was 
virtually excluded from large volumes of 
business. — 

Too Many Betterments. 

It is declared that large betterment ex- 
penses have been charged against the 
Southern _Pacific operating expenses, 
whereas the custom is to fund such ex- 
pense in bonds to distribute the cost over 
a series of years, thus avoiding a burden 
on the present stockholders. The bill de- 
clares also that the operating expense 
accounts of the road either show a true 
state of excessive operating expense or 
an erroneous system. of bookkeeping, and 
that immense improvements have been 
undertaken for the Central Pacific and 
erroneously charged against the Southern 
Pacific operating expense account with 
the ultimate purpose of greatly improving 
the Central Pacific at the expense of the 
parent system, buying it and then pur- 
chasing the greatly impaired and depre- 
ciated Southern Pacific system itself. It 
is declared that during the eighteen 
months ending December, 1902, the Union 
Pacific had made improvements amount- 
ing to nearly $22,000,000 in the Central Pa- 
cific charging this amount against the 
operating expense of the Southern sys- 
tem and creating a deficit of $3,073,829.21. 
The bill asks for an order restraining and 
enjoining the Union Pacific company 
from voting its 750,000 shares in the annual 
election to be held April 8 and a decree 
requiring both companies to come into 
court to make answer to the particulars 
of the complaint, 

The order expresses no opinion on the 
merits of the prima facie case made by 
the bill and its exhibits further ‘than to 
say that it seems to the court that tbe 
complainants are entitled to have the 
status preserved until they can give no- 
tice and be served upon application for a 
preliminary injunction. 

Order of the Court. 

“It is thereby ordered,’’ says the court, 
“that the defendant show cause on April 
1, 19083, before me in my chambers at 
Nashville, Tenn., at 10 a. m. of said day,

Congressman Livingston Is Told 
Cause of Delay 


By May 1 Six Rural Free Delivery 
Routes Will Be in Operation in 
Fulton County Through

The six new rural free delivery routes 
in Fulton county will have been establish- 
ed by May 1. This announcement, which 
comes from Washington in a special dis- 
patch to The Constitution, has been made 
at the postoffice department and is the 
result of work that has been done regard- 
ing the matter by Congressman Livings- 
ton. 

It was thought that the new routes 
would have been in operation by this 
time, and so they would have been,. it 
seems, but for the fact that the maps 
made of the routes were. not entirely 
satisfactory to the officials of headquar- 
ters at Nashville, and it was therefore 
necessary to make new maps, which 
caused a delay. 
blown open with nitroglycerine by expert 
this information is as follows: 

Washington, March 13.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Livingston has secured the promise 
of the postoffice officials that the six rural 
free delivery routes which have been 
laid out in Fulton county shall be es- 
tablished by May 1. 

The delay in the establishment of these 
routes was caused by the fact that the 
first agent whe went over the ground 
made maps which were not satisfactory 
to headquarters at Nashville, and they 
were held up there for a couple of months 
while another inspector was sent to Te- 
map the routes, 

This put them behind other routes which 
had been inspected and approved in the 
meantime. Shere have been many in- 
quiries concerning these routes and the 
causes of delay. Mr. Machen, chief of 
the free rural deliveries, has promised 
that they will be taken up and pushed 
through at the earliest possible day.

A sensational story the capturing of 
the port of Ceiba, Spanish Honduras, in 
which a captain and five vommissioned 
officers were killed and fourteen revolu- 
tionists were wounded, reached here to- 
day on board the steamship Duncan, 
which brought up the governor, mayor, 
commandant and collector of the port, 
who barely escaped with their lives. The 
attacking party consisted of 150 men 
who sucessfully wrested the confrol of 
the port from less than a dozen patriots, 
who remained loyal to the government 
unnder the leadership of President Arias. 

It was ascertained that among th? 
leaders of the revoiutionists is J. Bascom 
Jones, one of the best known soldiers 
of fortune in Central and South Amer- 
ica. Jones is said to be a native of At- 
lanta, Ga., and was educated at the 
University of Georgia. He was inspecting 
engineer of the government railroad in 
Guaetmala nd has been mixed up in 
revolutions before. Just what part he 
played in the Ceiban outbreak is not 
known, but there is no doubt that he 
was at the head of the movement that 
started there between 2 and 38 »v’clock 
in the morning of March 6. 

It was reported that he is one of the 
right hand men vf President-elect Man- 
uel Bonilla, who is endeavoring to as- 
sume the presidency by obtaining con- 
trol of the government. He is at the 
head of an army of men which Is expect- 
ed to make its appearance on the At- 
lantic side at any time, 


War Ships Rushed to Honduras. 

Washington, March 13.—The Caribbean 
squadron under command of Admiral 
Coghlan has been ordered to Honduras, 
where the revolution is assuming serious 
proportions, to protect American inter- 
ests.

Interesting Figures Furnished by the 
Census Bureau. 
Washington, March 13.—The census bu- 
reau today issued a bulletin on the geo- 
graphic.t distribution of population in 
‘the United States. It shows that almost 46 
per cent of the total population lives in 
the country drained by the Atlantic 
ocean; over 58 per cent in that drgined by 
the Gulf of Mexico; 44 per cent in the 
drainage of the Mississippi river; almost 
10 per cent in the area drained by the 
Great lakes; 4 per cent on the Pacific 
coast’ and’ half of one per cent in the 

Great Basin 

The proportion living within the area 
drained to the Atlantic ocean is steadily 
diminishing. 

While the part drained 
Gulf of Mexico is becoming 
populous as is the case 
marked degree, in the Great Basin and 
the Pacific ocean region. Of the fereign 
born 93 per cent live in the region drained 
to the Atlantic ocean, 36.4 per cent in the 
region drained to the Gulf of Mexico and 
15 per cent in that drained to the Great 
lakes. The proportion in the region 
drained to the Pacific ocean is 6.1 per 
cent. Out of every 1,000 negroes 2998 arv 
found in the regions drained to the At- 
lantic ocean and 61.4 per cent are in the 
lands drained to the gulf of Mexico, the 
proportion in the west and on the Pacille 
coast being trifling.

A 
careful investigation revealed the fact 
that something like seven hundred ne- 
groes could be voted if there was money 
for registration for those not qualified 
and a fund for use after that qualifica- 
tion, 

It was this latter feature which had 
the greater weight in deciding for the 
initial election. Not that any of the can- 
didates then before the voters were even 
suspected of such a step was the pri- 
mary considered necessary, but because 
there was no guarantee that some one, 
possibly a person of influence among the 
negroes, would not announce and take 
advantage of what might be done with 
that vote. 

When the executive committee con- 
vened it did not require much time to 
show the trend of the members’ thoughts 
and within a few minutes a resolution 
providing for a primary had been 
adopted,

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Office of Standard Oil Company Building, 
Which Cracksmen Blew Open the Burglar-Proof Safe.

Cracksmen Use Nitroglycerine with Expert Effect. 
$400 Taken from Safe of the Standard 
Oil Company. 


One of the boldest and most successful 
burglaries in the history of Atlanta oc- 
curred yesterday morning between the 
hours of 1:30 and 8 o'clock, at the office 
of the Standard Oil Company, on Pon- 
ders avenue, near Marietta street, when 
@aring ecracksmen blew open the safe 
with nitroglycerine and secured about $400 
in cash and made good their escape. 

It was at first thought that the safe 
blowers had also taken with them about 
2,000 in New York drafts, but these were 
found later by the men in the office scat- 
tered about over the floor, where the bur- 
glars had left them. 

The robbery was not discovered till 5:4 
o'clock this morning, when the negro 
porter who cleans up the office began his 
work. Upon entering the office used by 
Cashier W. H. Low he found some diffi- 
culty in sweeping out two heavy safe 
doors which had been blown through a 
strong oak partition. 

Besides blowing the burglar proof Mos- 
ler safe, the burglars also cracked open 
the fire proof record vault by boring a 
hole through the chilled steel and break- 
ing the lock. 

Work of Experts. 

The work of the cracksmen has al! the 
earmarks of a job done by men who had 
experience in handling a burgiar’s kit. 

In opening the safe the robbers showed 
their skill in boring a hole In exactly the 
spot so as to strike with a nicety the 
spring of the lock, which upon being 
tapped with the drill was broken. It was 
then an easv matter to open the outer 
door and place the powerful explosive in 
and around the inner door to the cash 
drawer. This being done, the outer door 
was again closed, the fuse ignited and 
the burglars gracefully retired to a safe 
distance and awaited results. 

Safe Blown Open. 


Results foilowed. 

A terrific explosion occurred. The 
heavy outer door was blown off its 
hinges and through the oaken partition 
5 feet away. The inner safety door also 
plunged through the partition 3 feet from 
where the large door went through, and 
plowed into and ripped open a large 
space of the plastered wall. 

That the papers in the safe were un- 
harmed showed that the work was that 


of professionals. A number of «secord 


' sheets had been placed in the safe the 


night before, and these were uninjured. 


‘The bag in which was a large quantity 


of silver was not even ripped, as it 


‘was found intact several feet away from 


the building, where it had been dropped 


‘bv the cracksmen after its conténts had 


been emptied into their pockets. All the 
monev in the safe was taken except 
$2.25 in quarters and dimes, which was 
spilled on the floor by the robbers. 

The breaking open of the door to the 


| partitions on the inside, which, 


fire-proof record vault, which it seems 
was done before the safe was cracked, 
Was done with the same skill as the job 
on the safe. Accurate measurements 
were taken between the handle with which 
the bolts are turned and the knob bear- 
‘ng the combination numbers, and a steel 
drill was inserted fn the exact spot which 
would result in making an opening on the 
weakest, point of the lock. 

After this hole had been drilled through 
half an inch of steel, it was but the work 
of a moment to Insert a steel spike, and 
wtih the ald of a hammer knock the lock 
off on the inside. All that was necessary 
was for the burglars then to turn the 
bolts and enter the vault. Here they 
found nothing but three walls covered 
Wiiua shelves, upon which were piled rec- 
ords of the company’s business. They 
then doubtless went in search of the safe, 
which was found in the cashier's office 
nearer the front of the building. 

The burglars in making their escape 
left the auger brace, the sledge hammer, 
the steel punch, and a portion of the ni- 
troglycerine in the bottle, all lying near 
the safe. They had money to buy another 
kit. 

Entered in the Rear. 


An entrance was gained to the building 
through one of the rear windows, which 
is about 12 feet from the ground. The 
height of the window, however, mattered 
little to the intruders, as it was an easy

British Threat Caused Lifting 
of Orinoco Blockade, 


Venezuelan President Told That if 
He Did Not Open River to Nav- 
igation, Great Britain Would 
BRecognize Rebels as 
Belligerents. 


- 


Washington, March 13.—A cablegram 
was received at the state department 
from United States Charge D’Affaires 
Russell, at Carac318, announcing that the 
blockade of the Orinoco river, declared 
by President Castro, on March 7, had 
been raised. 

The action taken by the Venezuelan 
government in ratsing the blockade was 
received here with great relief, although 
there were no outward symptoms of 
trouble. It is now known the enforce- 
ment of the decree probibly would have 
resulted in serious friction, perhaps in- 
volving a renewal! of hostilitiees. British 
interest, next to our own, being pre- 
dominant in the Orinoco section, the 
British ambassador here was the first 
to move after the announcement of the 
blockade decree. 

The United States practically had de- 
cided to recognize the blockade if Vene- 
zuela stationed a _ sufficient number of 
ships at the mouth of the Orinoco to 
make it effective. particularly if these 
ships were supplemented in their work 
by certain shore batteries in command 
of positions. But the British government 
was not disposed to recognize the block- 
ade is it would work particular hard- 
ship to the British colonies in Trinidad 
and Guinea, which already are in 
straightened financial circumstances. 
The Venezuelan government was given 
to understand that if the blockade was 
persisted in Great Britain would recog- 
nize the belligerency of the rebels in 
Venezuela, and, moreover, applying the 
laws of neutrality with strictness, would 
close all British ports to Venezuelan war 
ships, allowing them only the small priv- 
jlege of putting in in time of distress 
for a very limited period. Even during 
the enforcement of the blockade last 
March the British government never 
went to this length and the threat dis- 
mayed President Castro. If the rebels 
were to be recognized as belligerents their 
cause would be strengthened immensely, 
for they might charter privateers, and 
be put in a position to borrow money 
and conduct a war on a larger and, may- 
be, successful scale. Incidentally, the 
revocation of the order has relieved the 
naval authorities here.zgho had decided 
if the blockade was to be reestablished 
that it would be the duty of the navy 
to watch developménts at the mouth of 
the Orinoco, and that we should send 
three naval vessels to that locality.

Philadelphia, March 18.—Charged with 
having poisoned her husband, William 'G. 
Danze, who dted eighteen months ago, 
Mrs. Catherine Danze was committed to 
prison today without bail, and George 
Hoossey, a negro “herb doctor’ and for- 
tune teller, who, it is charged, sold poison 
to the woman,. also was held without 
bail as an accessory to the alleged 
crime.

Vicksburg, Miss., March 13.—Gauge at 
7 p. m. reads 48.1 feet, a rise of two- 
tenths since ll a. m.

heavy rains While the engineers and 
Officlais of the levee boards are keeping 
up a brave front, it is plain to be seen 
that they fear the worst. 

M. P. Robertson, assistant engineer of

Specials from Donaldson and Baton 
Rouge tell of intense excitement prevail- 
ing at those pwoints, as the Arlington 
levee, near the Louisiana capital, is 
feared to be in grave danger. Every 
able-bodied man, white and black, is be- 
ing pressed into service and mished to 
the danger point in special trains 
steamboats. 

In Vicksburg the tracks of the Yazoo 
and Mississippi Valley and the Alabama 
and Vicksburg railroads are imperilled 
by the rising waters. The water works 
plant, the two compresses and several 
oll mills are also in danger and a rise 
of 1 foot or more will force them to 
suspend.

COTTON FACTORS | 
FREED BY JURY 


Newman and hyman, of New 
Qrleans, Acquited. 


Accused Are Leaders in New Orleans 
Cotton Trade — Alleged That 
They Made False Returns 
to Planters Who Con- 
signed Cotton. 


New Orleans, March 13.—The trial o¢ 
Henry Newman and Harris Hyman for 
embezzlement ended tonight in acquittal. 
They were at one time about the 
wealthiest and most prominent cotton 
firm here, and are stil] doing a large bus- 
iness. 

A year ago Colonel Buckner, a leading 
cotton planter of north Louisiana, acci- 
dentally discovered that some 
which he had consigned to the firm and 
which their return to him showed that 
it had been sold at 9 1-4 cents a pound, 
had really brought 9 1-2 cents. He came 
to the city posthaste and asked a settle- 
ment to cover all his dealings for some 
years, The firm paid him $2,000, Other 
claims were also. made and the cotton ex- 
change expelled them, and endeavored to 
keep the matter quiet. But it got out 
and then the grand jury's indicted 
them. This was the trial of the first case 
and attracted great interest, besides giv- 
ing employment to an array of lawyers. 

The defense was that the money was 
paid to avoid litigation, as the firm had 
$1,000,000 outstanding among cotton plant- 
ers, and not to cover any wrongdoings. 
The firm also claimed that when cotton 
was sold in bulk at a uniform price it 
was averaged, the cotton worth more 
getting above the sale price. tI held 
that some cotton sold with Buckner’s 
at 9 1-2 cents was paid for at the rate ol 
9 3-4 cents, while Buckner's was worth 
only 9 1-4 cents and was 80 credited, | 

The state held that the transactions 
were separate, the returns falsified and 
offered similar transactions by the firm 
to prove system and intent. The jury 
evidently believed the defense and prompt- 
ly acquitted the accused.

Many Interests Want Money. 

Many and very diverse interests are 
feeking and fighting to secure this money. 
State Treasurer Whitfield has produced 
records of his office, proving that of this 
money Sums aggregating $122,695.34 belong 
tf right to three of the other state funds, 
and should be ordered by the legislature 
to be paid out of the $692,946 into those 
funds. Governor Jennings has indorsed 
this view of the treasurer. It ts presumed 
the legislature wfll act accordingly, and 
there will then be left $570,250.66 at its dis- 
posal. 

In his message Governor Jennings will 
recommend that this balance of $570,250.66 
be used towards bwying and retiring 
Florida state bonds, which are now ou?t- 
Standing in the sum of $1,032.59. It {s 
interesting to note that only $200 of the 
State’s bonded Cebt is in the hands of 
rrivat> parties, the remainine $1,032,209 
being held partly ($884,500) by the educa- 
tional funds of the state as investments 
and partly ($147,790) by the state treasure? 
as cash The $300 still held by private 
parties matured January 1, 1903, but have 
hot been presented for navment. The gov- 
ernor is an ardent advocate 0f seizing this 
faverable opportunity to reduce the state 
cebt by more than half and thus greatly 
cut down the amount annually collected 
in t2xes for the nayment of interest, and 
there are many strong supporters of this 
disposition of the Indian war fund. 

On the other hand, it {s known that 
there will be powerful lobbies here repre- 
Benting at least three other interests 
wanting this money—the good roads peo- 
fle, the public school system, and the 
Walles-Beard people, who assert their 
claim to a large portion of the whole 
under an alleged contract with Governor 
George F. Drew made in 1878. These are 
the mosti aggressive and comprehensive 
but there are more than a 
score of other propositions for the use of 
this money which will be presented and 
advocated at the approaching session of 
the legislature. No former Florida legis- 
lature ever had so much money in addi- 
tion to the regular state funds, which 
are themsclves in an inusually healthy 
state, at its free will disposal, and the 
grafters are already coming to Talla- 
hassee with hopes of getting into the dis- 
tribution on the ground floor. 

Convicts Demand Attention. 

Another matter of the first importance 
demanding legislative action is the state 
convict problem. Florida has no peniten- 
tiary building or ground. The 1,100 state 
convicts are leased to a large private cor- 
poration and are by it worked in phos- 
phate mines and turpentine camps. 

The terms of the present lease are very 
Satisfactory to the state, she receiving 
$151.50 per convict per annum; but it is 
conceded that the condition of the naval 
stores industry in Florida will be so 
much less satisfactory when the lease ex- 
Pires in 199% that equally high rental can 
not be obtained for the convicts, whose 
number is rapidly growing; hence, it 1s 
urged that the legislature should modify 
the present system or abolish it and es- 
tablish a penitentiary proper and provide 
for its management and operation along 
advanced lines. The convict lease system 
has never proven entirely satisfactory, 
and has caused increasing wrangling and 
contention in each legislature of recent 
years.

MILLIONS FOR IRRIGATION. 


Six Hundred Thousand Acres of Arid 
Land To Be Reclaimed. 
Washington, March 13.—Secretary Hitch- 
cock, of the interior department, has 
granted authority for the acquisition of 
necessary property, rights of way, etc., 
prior to the construction of irrigation 
works in five localities. These projects 

are: 

Wyoming, Sweetwater dam; Montana, 
milk river; Colorado, Gunison tunnel; Ne- 
vada, Truckee; Arizona, Salt river reser- 
voir, 

These projects are estimated to cost 
$7,000,000 and will provide for the irriga- 
tion of about 600,000 acres of arid land.

The construction remains subject to the 
feasibility of ,obtaining the necessary 
rights and the adjustmet of private claims 
in such a manner as to comply with the 
act approved June 17, 190%.

Georgia Will Be Represented. 

The Constitution is very happy to 
note, as announced in this paper yes- 
verday, that at last a practical plan 
has been set on foot to secure a Geor- 
gia exhibit for the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition, to be held at St. Louis next 
year. 

This plan contemplates a small “ex- 
tra” appropriation for the state agri- 
cultural department, to which various 
important commercial and industrial 
interests of the state will be asked to 
add as much as they may see fit. It 
is also understood that the agricul- 
tural department will be able to util- 
ize at least a part of this and next 
year’s general appropriation {in pre- 
paring for this exhibit; making, per 
haps, in all, about $25,000 to be de 
voted by the state to this purpose. 

It is-confidently believed that an ad- 
ditional $25,000 can be secured from 
the leading manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests of the state, as above 
suggested, making a total of $50,000 
available for a state exhibit, before 
the people generally are called upon. 
It is understood that a number of the 
representatives of these leading indus- 
tries have already expressed them- 
selves as being willing to cooperate in 
this undertaking in this way. 

This is certainly a much quicker 
and more practical plan of securing a 
Georgia exhibit for St. Louis than 
any other that has been suggested, 
and the gentlemen who have originat- 
ed and engineered it so successfully 
are to be greatly commended. There 
can be no question as to the state’s 
duty in this matter, and the plan of 
having the agricultural department 
take charge of the project is entirely 
proper and feasible. Indeed, it is a 
happy solution of the problem; for 
not only will the undertaking be in 
able hands, but it offers a way for the 
state to legally appropriate money for 
a most praiseworthy and necessary 
enterprise. 

We do not believe there will be the 
Slighest difficulty in carrying out the 
plan as proposed. Georgia is too pro- 
gressive a state to neglect this oppor- 
tunity to advertise herself to the 
world, and she has too many liberal 
and progressive industries within her 
borders to expect that they will fall 
to push their own interests by co 
operating with her. At the same time, 
we believe the people generally will 
be glad to contribute as much as pos- 
sible to this movement.

California’s lwew Divorce Law. 

The legislature of California has 
been doing some more grappling with 
the divorce evil. Divorce has been so 
easy in the Golden State that, in or- 
der to minimize the abuses of the 
practice, the legislative solons enact- 
ed a law inhibiting either party to 
divorce proceedings from marrying 


until six months after the granting of , 


the decree. This law was easily evad- 
ed by divorcees on fresh matrimony 
bent, for all such hymeneal candidates 
who had the wherewithal to travel 
had to do was to cross the state line 
and repair/to the nearest magistrate 
or domine. The happy couple could 
then return to California with impuni- 
ty, laughing the law to scorn.

Too often divorce is obtained by col- 
lusion, alded by the sharp practice of 
lawyers who make a specialty of that 
nefarious business, and in many in- 
stances the divorce court is resorted 
to simply because the instigator of 
the suit desires to be rid of the old 
in order to get a new marital partner.

The Grain Market. 

According to the last statement is- 
sued by the department of agriculture, 
the total of wheat, corn and oats in 
the bins on March 1 was 1,578,000,000 
bushels, left from a total production 
of 4,180,000,000 bushels last season. 
This goes to show that unusally large 
stocks of grain are being held by the 
farmers. 

Proportionately there is a larger 
reserve of corn, the figures given be- 
ing 1,579,000,000 bushels from a 2,523.- 
000,000 bushel crops, or 41.6 per cent. 
This is said to be the greatest amount 
of this staple food product held at 
this date in any year since 1896. At 
a corresponding date a year ago there 
were but 443,000,000 bushels in first 
hands; but that was in a year of ex- 
ceptional dearth. The present supply 
of corn should be ample for all pur- 


. poses until the new crop is harvested. 


But little smaller are the holdings 
of oats, which last season yielded a 
bumper crop. In the farmers’ bins are 
still 365,000,000 bushels, out of a total 
yield of 987,000,000 bushels, or 36.9 
per cent. 

The reverse is true of wheat. In 
1901 the wheat yield was 748,000,000 
bushels, and on March 1 of that year 
173,000,000 bushels remained in the 
bins. The 1902 crop was 670,000,000 
bushels, of which 164,000,000 bushels, 
or 24.5 per cent, is on*hand. That the 
wheat situation is normal is evident 
from the fact that from 1896 to 1902, 
on the date in question, average farm 
stocks of this cereal were 24.9 per cent 
of the preceding crops. 

As for the commercial stocks of ce- 
reals in second hands, they are some- 
what less than usual, but in view of 
the large supplies in the farmers’ 
hands, the deficiency is inconsidera- 
ble. Wheat growers are of the opin- 
ion that there was never a better out- 
look for growing winter ~rneat and 
farmers in the spring wheat territory 
are counting on an unprecedented 
acreage. From all reports, the acre- 
age of corn and oats will also be un- 
usually large. 

Save in the case of wheat, which is 
selling around the prices ruling a year 
ago, cereals are cheaper and most 
feed stuff in proportion. Corn is 15 
cents less per bushel, and oats 10 
cents. Owing to the large showing of 
farm stocks, the markets are showing 


a bearish tendency, and the opinion 


seems justified that there will be 
turther declines. : 

On the whole, the cereal situation is 
favorable and unusually equitable to 
producer and consumer, which is to

Florida Vegetable Crop Promises To 
Be Largest Ever Raised. 

3artow, Fla.. March 13.—(Special.)—A 
visit among the vegetable farms of this 
section reveals the fact that a larger 
acreage than im former years is being 
devoted to truck this season, and, accord- 
ing to statements from the leading plant- 
ers, the outlook was never brighter for a 
tine crop.

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IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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HE state board of education held an 
T insportant meeting yesterday at the 

capitol, at which the question of tak- 
ing a ‘school census this year was dis 


cussed. 

The board decided, however, to postpone 
final action on the matter of taking 4 
census until Attorney General Hart's re- 
turn from Washington. Another meeting 
of the board will be held within the cours* 
of the next ten days or two weeks, af 
which it wil be finally decided what shall 
be don2 regarding the census. 

Some of the counties of the state are 
insisting on having a census taken. They 
will not be satisfied with estimates, be- 
cause they claim they have received a 
large new population within the last two 
or three years, and they do not think the 
estimates wil’ give them a proper show- 
ing. 

The estimates made by Mr. White, as- 
sistant to State School Commissioner 
Merritt, for dbout fifty counties of the 
state, were presented to the board. The 
majority of the counties show a good 
increase, while a few show decreases. 

Commissioner Merritt stated yesterday 
that thiose interested may rest assured 
the state board will reach a final deter- 
mination with reference to the school 
census in the course of the next two or 
three weeks. 


Wants Time Extended. 

Attorneys representing the Dalton and 
Alaculsy railroad, which is now being 
ccenstructed in the northern part of the 
state, have applied to Secretary of State 
Phil Cook for an extension of time within 
which to complete and have in operation 
the first 15 miles of their road under their 
present charter. 

Whenever a railroad charter is granted 
the law equires that at least 15 miies of 
the raiirog@ proposed to be built must 
be completed and in operation within two 
years from the date of the charter. The 
Dalton and Alaculsy railroad has about 
60 miles of its road bed graded, and cross- 
ties have been laid for nearly half the 
distance, but it has been unable to get 
rails on account of the scarcity of steel. 
Owing to this fact it has been unable to 
comply with the law requiring that 15 
niles shall be in operation within two 
years. 

As the road’s charter expires in April, 
next, it has asked for an extension of 
time to comply with the law. This, 
Secretary Cook states, he cannot grant. 
The law is peremptory on this point. 
On enother oacasion some years ago 
a similar case came up, and Governor 
Terrell, then attorney general, held that 
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no extension of time could be granteg 
However, Secretary Cook has referreg 
this case to Attorney Generat Johy 8. 
Hart, but has not yet received an opin. 
ion with regard to it. 

The road makes out a good case, jt, 
failure to comply with the law being due 
solely to its inability to get the rajig 
which have been. ordered It Beems, 
however, that the only course for {ft to 
pursue is to apply for and secure q new 
charter, to take effect at the expiration 
of its present charter in April.

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SOME GEORGIA FACTS 
FOR HOME SEEKERS 


In the vast and comparatively thickly 
populated territory north of the Ohio 
there are indications of one of the most 
gigantic migratory movements ever 
known in historv. 

Thousands of well-to-do and enterpris- 
ing people in that region are selling their 
property and starting out every month in 
the year to,seek homes in other lands. 

Mexico, Central America, Brazil and 
Argentina attract many of these people, 
dnd Cuba is getting her share, while far 
off South Africa draws quite a humber of 
the more venturesome. | 


But the strangest feature of this move- 
ment is the American invasion of Canada 
by settlers and capitalists. 

During the past year, of the immigrants 
entering Canada, only 26 per cent came 
from Great Britain and Ireland, while 
over 35 per cent came from the United 
States. 

Thesé American immigrants, numbefing 
about 25.000 a year for the past for. 
years. belong to a good class, being main- 
ly farmers who have sold their western 
lands for $60, $70, $90 and $100 an acre, and 
are now buying northwestern Canadian 
land at from $% to $10 an acre. Some of 
these farmers are worth $50,000 or $100,000 
apiece. 

Side by side with this tide of immigra- 
tion runs a stream of American capital 
seeking Investment in big manufacturing 
enterprises in Canada. 

Much of this capital comes from New 
England, where the  multi-millonaires 
whose fortunes have been bullt up by fac- 


| 


tories and mills seem to be growing rest-° 


less and dissatisfied with the field in 


which they made their start. 


During this flurry of home-seeking and 
investment the south, for a long period, 
has been avoided by the migrating hosts. 
Af she had been fenced off from the rest 
of the world by a Chinese wall she could 
not have been more isolated. 

With the exception of Texas and Flori- 
da and a few spots in Tennessee, Alabama 
and Georgia, the southern states have re- 
ceived practically no immigratiog. Capi- 
tal, northern and foreign, has bagged a 
few tempting pick-ups in the shape of 
iron, coal, timber, granite, marble and 
timber interests. 

Now, ‘it will be admitted by the intel- 
ligent and well-informed that these con- 
ditions exist simply because the southern 
people are sd self-confident, unenterpris- 
ing and so imbued with the ‘“‘manana” 
spirit that they have allowed every one 
of their lights to remain hidden under a 
bushel. They have pursued an inactive 
policy so long that the outside world 
knows very little about their resougces so 
rich in promise for coming developers. 

Here and there outside capitalists have 
made an occasional raid into our terri- 
tory, buying for a song timber and min- 
eral tracts and water powers which will 
make them fabulously rich In the near 
future. 


It was not always so. In the final years 
of the colonial period, and just after the 
revolution, the south led in population 
and manufactures. Charleston and some 
of the Virginia ports were ahead of New 
York in commerce. 

In those days the southerners were an 
aetive, progressive set of people, in peace 
and in war. They had more soldiers than 
the entire north in the revolution. The 
Louisiana purchase was due to their 
statesmen. The boundless northwest was 
very largely settled by them. 

The north, a little more than a century 
ago, was far behind us in many impor. 
tant matters, and with a severe climate 
and a sterile soil in many localities, it 
seemed out of the question to outstrip the 
south. 

Some genius of progress must have 
suggested to the northern mind the value 
of advertising at a very early day. The 
yankees began to exploit their interests 
through the medium of printer's ink gen- 
erations ago. They had more scribblers 
to the square mile than any other coun- 
try under the sun. 

Whenever anything was said or done 
north of Mason and Dixon's line that 
would draw favorable attention to that 
section a traveler, newspaper man, his- 
torian or biographer was always on hand 
to write it up. 

Naturally, this lterature began to ac- 
cumulate, tons upon tons of it. It had 
the effect of begetting and stimulating 
similar literature, and in the course of 
time the world was full of newspapers, 
pictorials, magazines and illustrated 


| books magnifying and glorifying the 
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achievements of the northern people and ~ 


the good points of the east and west. 
Far to the south the descendants of the 
cavaliers and Huguenots, growing rich 
without effort, and with the forces of na- 
ture working for them while they slept, 
scorned advertising as a hase trick of 
trade, a commercial method, fit only for 
sordid hucksters. So completely were they. 
dominated by this idea that they even de- 
pended upon their northern neighbors for 


their books and periodicals and to a great 


extent for thelr education. 


All the world knows the result. The. 
scribbler, the artist and the printer, 
working day and night to exalt the north - 


garded by outsiders ae a parish, so much 
so that a recent edition of the Encyclope- 
dia Britannica said that only the influence 
of New England had prevented the Caro-. 
linas from sinking to the level of Mexico 
and the Antilles. 

Fortunately the fiery baptism of the 
civil war gave our people a new birth, and 
the southerners of today easily make 
their way to the front wherever they g0, 
in the north, in Europe, in South Africa, 
in Cube or in Spanish America. 

They are beginning, also, to utilize ad- 
vertising as a factor of progress, and this 
has caused millions of new capital to be 


put into the development of our coal, iron, . 


timber and cotton interests. 


Take, for instance, the single matte? 
of our southern pine. . 

So much has been said about it ig print 
that it needs only passing mention here. 

By fiew methods the output of souther® 
pine has been greatly increased. Accord- 
ing to recent statements in leading south- 
ern papers immense fortunes have been 
made for years in Georgia pine and the 
outlook is now better than ever before. — 

New methods show that in one year we 
have lost $13,000,000 by sticking to the ol@ 
ways. 

And now about pine—it is the king tim- 
ber of the world, with always my preju- 
dice in faver of oak. which I regard a® 
the king bee of the forest. 


Our Georgia pine now goes everywhere. 
An Atlanta lawyer, who has traveled all 
over the world, a bright, cultured ob- 
server of affairs, one day said to me: 

“I have seen yellow pine lumber hauled 
through the streets of ancient Rome; 
transported by gondolas over the clear 
waters of the Adriatic into Venige, and 
discharged from Seine river barges on the 
docks of Paris. It forms a portion of the 
stock of every ship yard on the Clyde; 
millions of feet of it Me stored on docks 
for Liverpool and London for the Englis} 
trade, and almost every day, steamers 
ascending the Rhine, draw barges laden, 
with it to build new castles or re al 
old ones along its siren-haunted shores. 
This lumber is an important article of 
trade in the port of Cadiz, and is the 
principal résource for all sorts of struc 
tural work in the great, fertile, but tree 
less region of the Platte river of South 
America.’’

April 22 as the date for the election, but 
which shall also appropriate $600 for the 
election expenses, and which shall pro- 
vide for the appgintment by Mayor How- 
ell of a campaign committee of five, to 
be selected the of the 
nance, sewer and water commitfees, 

Alderman Inman Objects. 

The dissenting vote to all these arrange- 
ments was that of Aiderman Inman, who 
declared himself opposed to the issuance 
ef bonds and who opposed every motion 
in their favor, as he declared he would 
oppose the passage of the bond question 
before the people. 

Replying to a statement by City Attor- 
ney Mayson to the effect that the water 
board spent about $1,000 of the appropria- 
tion to the water department two years 
ago in securing a sufficient vote for the 
bonds, Alderman Inman said: 

“Well, I will promise you that if they 
spend any part of their appropriation 
fhis year fm attempting to carry these 
bonds, they will have to refund the 
money out of their own pockets. I will 
state that.” 

Those who attended the meeting yester- 
day morning, which was presided over 
by Councilman Winn, spent considerable 
time in giving Alderman Inman a4rgu- 
ments in favor of the bond fssues, but at 
the close of the meeting he announced 
that he was still unconverted.

“but we. who are interested from Atlan- 
ta’s standpoint in having this institution 
established here, ought to take the step, 
and I think in conjunction with several 
others I shall suggest to Mayor Howell 
the advisability of calling a mass meet- 
ing of citizens to talk the matter over. 
It is of great importance to the city that 
this movement should be successful, and 
I think every public spirited citizen 
should join in the movement and do what 
he can toward making it so.” 

The committee has been somewhat 
hampered in its work of late because of 
the illness from grip of Dr. Theron H. 
Rice, who has been giving hjs attention 
to the details of the work. Dr. Rice was 
reported much better yesterday, and will 
probably be out again the first of the 
week. 

Ministers To Take a Hand. 

‘eIn accordance with their agreement at 
the meeting held Wednesday, at the 
Young Men's Christian Association, the 
ministers of the city, particularly those 
of the Baptist, Methodist and Hebrew 
faith, will speak to their congregations 
tomorrow on the subject of the Presbyte- 
rian university, and the proposition of es- 
tablishing it in Atlanta. The ministers 
look upon the project as one of the 
greatest importance to the city from 
every standpoint of character building and 
education. 

So far about $100,000 has been 
serfed by prominent Presbyterians of the 
city, and the committee thinks it has 
about $50,000 more in sight, if subscrip- 
tions of $100,000 can be secured from the 
citizens of Atlanta outside of the church. 
This will make the total of $250,000 that 
is needed to bring here the universities 
at Clarkesville, Tenn., and Columbia, S. 
C., with a combined endowment of $500,- 
000. Another $250,000 will be raised among 
the Presbyterians outside of Atlanta, giv- 
ing the university, when finally establish- 
ed in Atlanta, property and endowments 
in the total sum of $1,000,000. 

Out of a total of $1,000,000, Atlantans 
who are not Presbyterians are asked to 
give only $100,000 for the purpose of bring- 
ing this education institution to their 
city—a project which will go a long way 
toward making Atlanta a great education- 
al cénter.

CAPTAIN WILLIAMS TALKS. 


Says Roosevelt Was § Influenced 
Wholly by Political Motives. 
Savannah, Ga., March 13.-—-(Special.)— 
Captain J. P. Williams today makes pub- 
lic through The Savannah Morning News 
his conversation with the president in 
which he entered protest against the re- 
appointment of J. H. Deveaux as coi- 
lector at Savannah. Captain Williams 
was incensed at the declaration of the 
president that “the appointment of a 
colored collector at Savannah had ex- 

cited no opposition.’ 

“I told him in plain terms,”’ 
Williams yesterday, ‘‘that the 
interests of the city demanded the ap- 
pointment of a white man. The trade 
bodies had formally protested and passed 
resolutions on the subject, petitions 
against the naming of a negro as 
lector were put in circulation and freeiy 
signed—signed by the men who carly 
the commerce of the city on their snould- 
ers. Thc protest against the appoint- 
ment was general, and now at this late 
day President Roosevelt comes forward 
with the false charge that the appoint- 
ment of a negro here ‘excited no opposi- 
tion.’ 

‘I was plain to state to him that tne 
objection to Deveaux was being made 
on the ground that he is a black man. 
Personally I have nothing against him. 
President Roosevelt reiterated that he 
did not think the opposition to the ap- 
pointment was so general as I had stated, 
and declared that he would not turn 
Deveaux down simply 
black. 

‘TI told him that a few politicians might 
be satisfied with the appointment for the 
personal aggrandizement, but that the 
citizens of Savannah, the trade bodies. 
and the business men were unalterably 
opposed to it. Prominent gentlemen here 
who have been with the republican party, 
and others who were inciined to its doc- 
trines, protested against this appoint- 
ment, along with other citizens.”’ 

Mr. Williams’ statement concludes with 
the declaration that the president was 
actuated solely by political reasons and 
a desire to secure the vote of the repub- 
lican delegates of the south.

ot the Orleans Rallway of France, the 
Empire State express of the New York 
Central has regained the title of the 
fastest train in the world. The Empire 
State express has now been running for 
ten years and established a long-distance 
record which was not excelled until the 
Orleans flyer from Paris to Vienna was 
inaugurated. The Southern express fhen 
humbled the Empire State, for it made 
the entire run of 183 miles in a few min- 
utes less than eight hours, its average 
speed, including stops, being fifty-four 
miles an hour. The Southern express 
had thus accomplished what the railroad 
fiyers of all other nations had failed to 
do. There were many complaints that 
the train failed to make its datty record 
run according to schedule, and the South- 
ern express was wrecked and several 
lives lost Traffic officials then conclud- 
ed that the train was scheduled too 
fast, and extended it an hour. During 
the period of its numiliation the Empire 
State express ma:le no effort to increase 
its running time. Traffic officials of the 
New York Centra] believed that it could 
not be done with safety. For more than 
216 miles of the 440 between New York 
and Buffalo the Empire State makes the 
run at an average speed of more than 
sixty miles an heur. The highest speed 
is reached between Fairport and Roches. 
ter, where for nine miles the train main- 
tains a speed of 66.33 miles an hour. The 
entire weight of the train is 405 tons. A 
European engineer who is studying the 
situation in t he United States, upon a 
minute examination of the running time 
of the schedules of the two trains, ad- 
mits the laurels belong to America.
